To the Inhabitants of the Town of Hillsborough, County 
of Hillsborough in said State qualified to. vote in 
town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet in Child’s Opera 
House in said town on Tuesday the twelfth day of March 
next at nine o’clock in the forenoon 507 act on the follow- 
ing subjects: 


Article 1. To choose one Selectman for three years, 
Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, Highway Agent, Town 
Clerk and Chief of Police for one year, Trustee of the © 
Fuller Public Library for two years, Trustee of Trust 
Funds for three years and all other necessary town offi- 
cers or agents for the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To hear the reports cf the town officers, 
the reports of che auditor, agents, committees or other 
town officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and to pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


Article 3. To raise such sums as may be necessary 
for Town Officers’ salaries, Town Officers’ expenses, 
Comunity Building appropriation and all current expens- 
es of the town and such amounts as may be necessary to 
apply upon the principal and interest of the town debt. 


Article 4. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the building and repairing of highways, 
bridges, culverts and sidewalks. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to accept 
State Aid for the permanent improvement of highways. 
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Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sume of $500 to be applied upon the sal- 
ary of the District Nurse. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $100 for Memorial Day purposes. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to borrow such sums of mceney as may be 
necessary to meet current expenses of the town in antici- 
pation of taxes. 


Article 9. To See if the town will vcie to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500 for the support of the Fuller 
Public Library. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $300 for the support of band con- 
certs for the coming season. 


Article 11. To see if the Selectmen will be instruct- 
ed and empowered to establish a street light at some 
point between the Whitney place and the Barrett place, 
at approximately the point where Whittemore street and 
Holman Street join or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 12. To see if the town will install and 
maintain a suitable street light on the easterly side of 
Preston Street at Some point near the main entrance to 
the Grimes Field, so-called, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


Article 18. To see of the town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $400 for the purpose of co-operating 
with the State and Federal government in the control of 
the White Pine Blist3r Rust or act in rela‘ion thereto. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to in- 
stall and maintain a street light at some suitable point 
in that lane leading to the west from Church Street 
and passing: between the Dodge and Andrade proper- 
ties, or take any action relating thereto. 
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Article 15. To seeif the town will adopt the 
provisions of Chapter 26 of the Public Laws of the 
State of New Hampshire known as . the. Australian 
Ballot System. | 


Aetiole 16. To see if the town will vote to adopt 
Ane provisions of the Minera Budget Act. 


AWeae 17. To see if the town will vote to reim- 
‘burse Albert Kern and Harry Cross for medical at- 
tention and medicines occasioned by injuries received 
while performing their duties. The total amount of 
reimbursement to be not in excess of $1000; or to take 
any other action in relation thereto. 


Article 18. To transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting.

REPORT OF FULLER PUBLIC LIBRARY 


We submit herewith report of Fuller Public Library 
for the fiscal year ending Jan. 31, 1935. We gratefully 
acknowledge the many gifts of books and magazines. 

In May the trustees voted to add Wednesday after- 
noons to the regular library hours, and to increase the 
librarian’s salary $1.25 each week. 

On May 22nd the Sarah White Trust Fund of $12,000 
was legally transferred by the board of trustees of Fuller 
Public Library to the trustees of trust funds of the town 
of Hillsboro. The amount deposited in the Amoskeag Say- 
ings Bank, now amounting to $726.47, being accumulated 
interest, remains in the hands of the library trustees. 

In October Mrs. Lulu B. Gaddas, librarian, request- 
ed, because of ill health, and was granted a six months’ 
leave of absence to take effect Nov. ist. Mrs. Eva W. 
Rickard was appointed acting librarian during Mrs. Gad- 
das’ absence. 

Miss Oris Barden, a graduate of the School of Li- 
brary Science at Simmon’s College, was sent here in 
November by the State Library Commission to assist in 
discarding books and modernizing the charging system. 
She remained ten days during which time much was ac- 
complished, which the acting librarian, with the assist- 
ance of Mrs. Carrie Kelso two afternoons each week, is 
working to complete.

During the year 1934 the following improvements 
were made to the water system: On Bridge Street 1,075 
feet of 6 inch cast iron pipe was laid, replacing 6 inch 
cement and 2 inch iron. The cost of this line,\to the Pre- 
cinct, being $1,256.25 charged as follows: renewal 
$571.35, excess renewal $684.90. The old 4 inch line on 
Pleasant Stréet, consisting of 745 feet of cement pipe, 
was renewed with 6 inch cast iron, charged as follows: 
renewals $424.65, excess renewal $4438.62. Total cost to 
the Precinct, $868.27. On Newman Street 520 feet of 6 
inch cast iron was laid, replacing 485 feet of 4 inch ce- 
ment, the remaining 85 feet being an extension as this 
line was not originally connected through on the Pleas- 
ant Street end. This line cost the Precinct $624.10 charged | 
as follows: renewal $247.95, excess renewal $274.05, ex- 
tension $102.10. 


The labor on all of the above projects was paid for 
with*cash grants furnished by the State of New Hamp- 
shire and the Federal Government. The amount of these 
grants in full, including those of the year 1933, amount- 
ed to $4,134.60. The total of these grants will, in the fu- 
ture, be carried in the “Cost of Water Works” account to 
show the true cost of the water system.

In addition to this Miss Cecilia Proulx, and, later on, 
Miss Frances Shaughnessy were our Music Supervisors. 
Miss Gile and Dr. Bailey carefully looked after our chil- 
dren’s health, and we had the use of the Audiometer 
owned by the State Department of Education. Mrs. Mar-’ 
shal Gilchrist substituted for Mrs. Tasker ea Sep- 
tember. 

You will note that we have no inexperienced teach- 
er, nor any who have taught what might be termed “too 
long.’ The average length of experience is twelve years. 
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The short year at the Center School was due to ill- 
ness. The Lower Village had the largest enrollment; the 
Merrill School had the best attendance. The Goodell 
School had the poorest record of tardiness, every pupil 
being tardy two times or more. We expect a better rec- 
ord in this respect next year. This record was not due to 
the severity of the winter because only 19 of the 49 tardy 
marks were made from December to April. The large 
number of Superintendent’s visits to the Lower Village 
School was because the supply room is there and it was 
necessary for him to go there often for supplies.

Very good work 
was done in the Music Department and rhythm bands 
were used in the schools with good effect. 


Teeth defects were numerous, but the numbers are 
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being reduced because of the work of our school nurse and 
school physician and several dental clinics.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION 


We present separately herewith the financial report 
of the Board of Education for the year ending June 30, 
1934. In our general report last year we estimated a 
deficit of $1,410 for 1983—1934, and the district appro- 
priated that sum at the last annual meeting. After ad- 
justing for the fact that most of the payments for the 
C.W.A. projects were anticipated in the year ending June 
30, 1984, from the next year’s appropriation, the net def- 
icit was $1,234.38, or a saving of $175.62. 


Confusion sometimes arises because of the fact that 
our school year ends on June 30 and, in consequence, the 
Board cannot present a final financial report for the cur- 
rent year for which the last appropriation was made. The 
Board feels, however, that an estimate of the results for 
the current year will be helpful, based upon expenses to 
date plus estimates for the remaining months. These 
figures follow.

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The utmost economy has been exercised throughout 
the year. As shown above, we expect this year’s expenses 
to be about $31,122.85 compared with our estimate last 
year of $31,667.38, or a saving of about $544.53. Many 
needs of the schools have had to go unsatisfied. 


In considering plans for next year the Board con- 
siders that general business conditions do not warrant. 
recommending expenditures at this time for certain ba- 
sic improvements, which we should undertake as soon as 
conditions permit. Needs of this character are heating 
equipment, showers and lockers for the high school gym- 
nasium, gym apparatus for physical training periods, 
manual training equipment, Victrola or combined Vic- 
trola and radio for music instruction, moving picture 
projector for use of educational films, and many other 
things. When conditions improve, we will make recom- 
mendations accordingly. In the meantime, our only 
hope to satisfy these requirements, is that perhaps some 
individuals or organizations in the community may be- 
come interested in raising money for one or more of there 
needs. In this connection we acknowledge our apprec- 
iation and thanks to Mrs. George W. Haslet for her re- 
cent gifts of furniture to the grammar school. 


There are certain needs, however, where too much 
economy is false economy. The grammar school ser- 
iously needs many new and more modern text books. It 
is a waste of money to keep replacing worn out copies 
of old editions. A new set of books often costs from 
$40 to $60 where an old set can be pieced out for $8 or 
$10. We do not recommend trying to correct this situa- 
tion in one year. It should be done over a series of years. 
We do recommend starting now. Our last budget only 
allotted $200 for this need and we estimate we will have 


spent $238 this year. Our budget for 1936) increases 
this to $800. 


We should) provide annually for more repair and 
upkeep to our buildings and equipment. It is false econ- 
omy to slight this need and incur large expenses in later 
years. Desks in certain classrooms need refinishing and 
interior painting and ceiling repairs are needed. Poor 
lighting in the grammar school is a severe strain on our 
children’s eyes. This should be corrected. Our last 
budget for repairs was $215 excluding the special appro- 
priation of $600 for exterior painting, or a total of $815. 
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In our budget for 1936 we have provided $600 for routine 
repairs and renovations. 


There are several small items of new equipment 
that are necessary, a new cook stove, canner, and ice 
chest for the high school home’ economics department» 
and additional settees for the high’ school gymnasium. 


The Board feels that the school buildings are not 
sufficiently insured against fire. At the present time, 
the high school is insured for not over half the probable 
cost of replacement and the grammar school not over 
40 percent of probable replacement cost. The addit- 
ional insurance recommended by the Board under a sep- 
arate article in the warrant will cost about $423, and 
add an average of $141 annually to the cost of schools. 
This will bring insured value up to about two-thirds of 
replacement value. |

$28,267.22. Total appropriations for schools a year ago 
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were $31,037.38. There should be a reduction, therefore, 
of $2,770.16, or about 9 percent in the amount to be raised 
by taxation.

Herewith is respectfully submitted to the School 
Board and citizens of the Hillsboro Special School Dis- 
trict the report of the Superintendent of Schools for the 
year 1933-1934. 


We had no teacher new to the district, nor any in- 
experienced teachers. Miss Gendron and Mr. Quimby, 
with two years’ experience, had the shortest teaching ex- 
perience, and the amount of experience varied from 2 
years up to 36 and 40 years; the average amount of ex- 
perience was 15 years with 8 years in this district.

It is confusing that a report read in March of one 
year closes with June of the previous year, but such is 
the way in which it has been done. It should be remem- 
bered that this report concerns matter which transpired 
before July 1, 1984, and that the report in last year’s 
town report concerned only such matters as happened 
before July 1, 1933. Although it would mean extra work 
at a very busy time for your Superintendent and a slight- 
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ly extra expense to the town I recommend that the 
School Report be bound as a pamphlet separate from the 
Town Report and presented as soon as possible after 
June 30 of each year. The School Report was formerly 
presented as a separate pamphlet in this district, so it is 
no new idea, and if presented soon after the close of the 
school year, the readers would not be in doubt as to the 
time covered by the report. 

The approved number of days for New Hampshire 
schools to be in session is 180. The first column in the 
above table shows that we fell short of that by one week. 
421 different pupils registered in our schools last year, 
but some of them left during the year so that our average 
membership was only 386.21, with an average daily at- 
tendance of 370.50 and an average daily absence of 15.71. 
The per cent of attendance was poor, being highest in 
the seventh grade. Notice that while there were 108 visit- 
ors to the first grade there were only 10 at the High 
School. 

The Honor Roll of Perfect Attendance is large and 
contains 63 names; 29 among the 251 grade pupils, and 
34 among the 134 in the High School. In the High School 
one out of every four pupi!s was present every day, a re- 
markable record.

From statistics compiled by the State Department 
we find that 8% of our high school pupils left school 
during the year compared with 11% for the entire state. 
Our high school percentage of attendance was 96.4, the 
state’s was 96. We had 3 cases of ttardiness for every 10 
pupils while the state average was 9. 

The State Department gave standard tests in Silent 
Reading and English Forms to seniors in all high 
schools, and our seniors placed above the standard in 
both, and its I. Q. was above the state median. 
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At the “Battle of Brains” held at the Normal Schools 
in May: our Arithmetic team consisting of Catherine 
Stafford, Alice Craton, and Bertha Nichols took first 
place; our Geography team consisting of Warren Rich- 
ardson, Mabel Swett, and Robert Wood took first place; 
and our Domestic Arts team consisting of Catherine 
Sargent, Helen Peasley and June Lacey took third place. 

In the Chadwick Essay Contest Alice Craton re- 
ceived first prize; Bertha Lyman, second prize; and Vio- 
let Nichols, third prize. 
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Helen Peasley received the Butler Scholarship, and 
Alice Craton and Catherine Stafford received the Has- 
let Scholarships. 

Your Superintendent has spoken often about the 
need of a clerk. 30 of our Superintendents have the ser- 
vice of clerks thereby liberating some of the Superin- 
tendent’s time for much of the most productive work that 
he has no time for when occupied with clerical work. 

Oversight of our Pupil’s health was in the able hands 
of Miss Gile who visited both homes and schools. Med- 
ical examination by physicians was omitted this school 
year in order that we might have next year’s examina- 
tion in the Fall instead of in the Spring as has been the 
custom. It is thought that by having the examination in 
the Fall the follow-up work can be done more easily. 

By all accepted standards of measurement by the 
Superintendent, teachers, State Department, and colleges, 
our pupils are doing excellent work. 

In addition to the usual repairs made each year on 
our buildings, this year with some Federal Aid the Gram- 
mar School yards were given a top covering of gravel, 
and the gymnasium floor was torn up, the ground below 
the floor drained, and a new floor laid. 


We wish to thank the President of the P. T. A. and 
her associates for the great amount of assistance given 
us in the attempt to establish an evening school with 
final assistance through Federal Aid. We had started off 
enthusiastically when shortly there was no Federal mon- 
ey available, and only such classes continued in which 
the members themselves paid the expenses. However, for 
some, it was felt to be a worthwhile experience. 


Milk was paid for by Federal funds for part of the 
year and everyone conversant with the matter felt that 
the health of the children was improved thereby. 


The school year closed with the graduation  exer- 
cises of Grade VIII and Grade XII. 


The Grammar School Graduation Exercises were 
held in the High School Auditorium on Friday afternoon 
at 3.15, June 15. The theme of the program was “A Trip 
to the Most Noted of our New Hampshire Summer Re- 
sorts.” This was divided into 19 chapters, one chapter 
taken by each of the 19 graduates; in addition to this 
there were: salutatory by Robert Harrington; violin 
solo by Paul Scruton; piano solo by Marion Lundberg; 
a poem, “The Spirit of Mt. Washington,” recited by 
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Charles Taylor; a trio by Doris Stacy, Ruth Smith and 
Marian Buswell; clarinet solo by Raymond Mann; and 
valedictory by Audrey Mellen.
